The Cattleman Cover 
Flying Hoots 


By Charles M. Russell 


HIS month’s cover is a reproduction of one of 
Charles M. Russell's early paintings and is an- 
other story of the never-ending struggle for 
existence on the plains, this time it is not between 
man and man or man and nature, but among denizens 
of the animal world. 

Pat Patterson, director of the Woolaroc Museum 
located on the Frank Phillips Ranch at Bartlesville, 
Oklahoma, to whom we are indebted for permission 
to reproduce this painting, says that this painting is 
40 inches wide and 26 inches high and was painted in 
1894. It has, he says, an almost sketch-like quality, 
compared to most of Russell’s other works. Patterson 
goes on to say that at Woolaroc Museum they have 
found this painting has a terrific appeal to school 
children who come to Woolaroc. It has beautiful colors 
and a strong story impact. 

Woolaroc Museum was founded by the late Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Phillips as a part of their extensive youth 
program and is now owned and operated by the Frank 
Phillips Foundation, Inc., a charitable institution. 
Woolaroc Museum tells the story of America, with 
particular emphasis upon the history of the South- 
west. Over 55,000 exhibits are arranged, in a time- 
sequence from the earliest known man right up to the 
present day, to depict a panorama of our historic past. 

The first room of the Museum is devoted to the 
Indians of pre-history. Here are found the implements 
of the Stone Age, the crude tools of the early agricul- 
turist, the exotic art forms of the Mound Builders, the 
priceless possessions of the Basket Makers. Here we 
see how the Indian lived before the coming of the 
white man. 

The second room shows the Indians of the Pueblos 
and their neighbors the Navajos and Apaches, the 
weavers, the potters, and the early American archi- 
tects. These are the Indians who felt the first “white 
man” influence in our beloved Southwest. Sometimes 
in our American history books we forget that the 
Spanish were in Oklahoma 79 years before the Pil- 
grims sailed from Plymouth, England. The Spaniards 
brought to America the horse, and the third room 
shows the startling change this animal made in a 
people’s way of life. These horse-mounted Indians of 
the Plains are the ones the Pioneers, depicted in the 
next room of the Museum, found in great numbers 
West of the Mississippi. 


But words alone have never been able to bring his- 
tory vibrantly to life. Woolaroc Museum does more 
than tell a story—it enables the visitor to see that 
story, to see actual artifacts from the various archae- 
ological sites, the most outstanding collection of 
Indian blankets ever exhibited, ceremonial objects and 
dress of the 42 tribes in Oklahoma, Pueblo pottery, 
Indian basketry, saddles, weapons—the relics of the 
people who made our history. 

In addition to all this are paintings—a collection 
unsurpassed for excellence in the field of Western art. 
Not only are the canvases at Woolaroc original mas- 
terpieces, but each painting is also a sharp delineation 
of an event or a person in the broad story of the 
Southwest. 

Charles M. Russell, Frederic Remington, William 
R. Leigh, F. Tenney Johnson, J. H. Sharp, E. I. Couse, 
Henry C. Balink, and O. E. Berninghaus, along with 
many other fine artists, have the best examples of 
their work displayed at Woolaroc, breathing life into 
the dead pages of the past. 

We are deeply indebted to Mr. Patterson and the 
Woolaroc Museum for permission to reproduce this 
rare Russell painting, which will be the first of a 
series of paintings from the Woolaroc Museum to be 
reproduced on the covers of The Cattleman,

Wild Animals May Play Part 
In Spread of Disease 


HE American Veterinary Medical 

I Association states that it is pos- 

sible that certain wild animals 
have a role in the perpetuation and 
spread of vesicular stomatitis, a non- 
contagious disease of animals which re- 
sembles foot and mouth disease. 

In a recent survey of wildlife in one 
of the southeastern states, where vesi- 
cular stomatitis has reappeared each 
summer in recent years, blood tests in- 
dicate a relatively high percentage of 
deer, raccoon and wild hogs had signifi- 
cantly high antibody titer for this virus 
disease. 

These animals, the association says, 
may or may not be essential carriers for 
the continued recurrence of vesicular 
stomatitis in that part of the nation. 

Additional research work has been 
planned by veterinary scientists to eval- 
uate the importance of these animals 
as long term carriers of the virus that 
causes this disease. 

Additional attention is also being di- 
rected toward the possibility that a virus 
reservoir may be found in lower forms of 
animal life. These lower forms are often 
found in abundance in the swampy envi- 
ronment typical of the area being 
studied. Raccoon and swine often feed 
on these animals and could act as a sec- 
ondary source of the virus which ap- 
parently appears each season, the asso- 
ciation reported.

I started working for Lytle in Decem- 
ber 1873 and during January and Febru- 
ary we rounded up 2,000 big steers, most 
of them being bought in small bunches 
from various ranchmen, then turned into 
the regular herd. Most of these steers 
had been branded before, as they ranged 
in age from four to ten years, A few of 
the older animals had been branded as 
far back as the Civil War, but the ma- 
jority had been marked in the late sixties. 
Lytle’s road brand 7DX was burned into 
the shaggy hides of all of them, It took 
a lot of hard work to herd-break those 
animals. Each night they driven 
into a pasture, herded out during 
the day, They were nervous and skittish 
and stampedes were common 

Kighteen men, some of them veteran 
trail hands, left the Lytle Ranch on 
March 16th, 1874, with 2,000 steers 
headed for Mason county where we would 
receive around 1,500 more. They were to 
be delivered on Comanche Creek where 
water was plentiful. Fifteen of us drove 
the herd, and the outfit had a good cook

“Lick” (sorghum molasses) was the 
only dessert we had in the chuck wagon 
and that with cured bacon, frijoles, 
bread and coffee constituted our regular 
chuck, but we supplemented our meat 
diet with fresh antelope and buffalo all 
the way and fared fine. 

Cattle Stampede on First Night Out 

On the very first night out we had 
the worst stampede of the entire trip. 
The cattle had been driven across the 
Medina River below Castroville and were 
bedded down in open prairie. They were 
nervous and highstrung and continued to 
jump up and mill around. We never knew 
what scared them, but before we knew 
it they were up and dashing wildly into 
the night. It was hopeless to round 
them up before morning. We were lucky 
in gathering them together again with 
the exception of about fifty head, and 
drove them on to Comanche Creek. It 
took us three days to receive and brand 
the 1,500 head delivered there. Then we 
for Fort Robinson in Nebraska, 
3,600 steers.

On our way to Mason county, we 
passed old Camp Verde on the edge of 
Kerr county, which was an interesting 
place to me. About twenty years before, 
in the late fifties before the Civil War, 





the United States Government had im- 
ported a herd of camels from Arabia, 
believing they would make fine pack 
animals in the arid Southwest. But their 
feet could not stand the rocks and they 
were a failure. The camels were kept at 
this old fort before they were sent to 
Fort Davis and into Arizona. They were 
eventually turned loose to roam at will 
over the country. Some were caught and 
sold to circuses, others were taken into 
Mexico. 

After reaching Mason county, three of 
our boys left us, leaving twelve men to 
handle the cattle, which was sufficient. 
Each day found the herd more accus- 
tomed to the trail and less restless since 
the home range was behind. 

Rested on Collins Creek 

We reached Fort Griffin in Shackel- 
ford county the last of April and rested 
up a few days on Collins Creek. We 
bought fresh supplies in that thriving 
frontier town, alive with soldiers, team- 
sters and the first of the buffalo hunt- 
ers. 

Since we planned to head across un- 
known country from Griffin to Camp 
Supply, Indian Territory, with the first 
herd of cattle to be pointed in that 
direction, the governmer.t furnished us 
a guide, Champ Means, who knew the 
country well, the watering places, ete. 
He had been with General Mackenzie 
two years. This was a great help to us 
and enabled us to reach Camp Supply 
without too much delay. The stampedes 
worried us and harmed the cattle more 
than anything else and it always took 
several days for them to settle down 
afterwards. Sometimes on a clear night 
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the cattle would be bedded down, when 
the air would suddenly become warm and 
still. Then distant thunder could be heard 
and phosphorous would shine on the long 
horns of the cattle and on the horses’ 
ears, Then we knew a storm was brew- 
ing. Suddenly a streak of lightning 
would bring every steer to its feet and 
away they ran. 

In such instances the cowboys tried to 
keep in the lead so that the steers could

lightning and thunder and rain 
tinued, the frightened animals 
keep running for several miles. 


Finally when they were herded there 
was water standing everywhere and it 
was difficult, or impossible to bed them 
again. Then the cowboys, wet to the skin, 
cold and miserable, stood guard the re 
mainder of the night. Maybe one or two

broke into song, but it took a brave lad 
to sing under such conditions. 

The big job awaited us at the crack 
of dawn. We first counted the cattle and 
if any were gone, we followed their 
tracks on fresh horses. Maybe they were 
not far off—-maybe they were twenty 
miles, but get them we had to do even if 
they were half-way back to the home 
range 

Afraid of Buffalo Herds 

It was my job to ride ahead of the 
herd from Griffin to Camp Supply to 
watch out for buffalo herds and keep 
them off our trail. Lytle was afraid the 
running buffalo would stampede our 
cattle, and stressed the importance of 
finding a good bed ground where the 
steers would be comparatively safe from 
such an attack, | learned on that trip that 
the buffalo, like cattle, would lie down at 
night to rest. On some days I saw big 
herds, on other days just a few strag 
glers. This was the first that I, 
and several of the other cowboys, had 
ever seen buffalo and we were all great 
ly interested in them

One of the boys, a strapping Castro 
ville youth, swore he was going to rope 
a big bull.

In those early days of the breed purebred 
females were not available and with this 
start of a handful of bulls, followed by 
importations by a few other breeders, 
such as Alvaro Sanchez in 1937, Santa 
Gertrudis numbers have grown to an es- 
timated 3,000 purebred cows on the Is- 
land of Cuba. In addition there are from 
12,000 to 15,000 cows that are from one- 
half to purebred in Santa Gertrudis blood 
and the demand for bulls and females 
from Cuban cattlemen far exceeds the 
supply that purebred Santa Gertrudis 
breeders on the Island can afford to sell, 
in fear of running short of top animals 
in their own breeding programs. 

Present conditions in Cuba are about 
ideal for the producer of beef. There is a 
shortage of beef in the country, cattle 
prices are relatively good and cattlemen 
are making a fair return on their in- 
vestments. Pasture land is expensive but 
highly productive. The average stocking 
rate is an animal unit to two acres on 
pasture land that has been cleared of 
trees and brush and planted to a good 
grass. Pastures of this type are so pro- 
ductive that no supplemental feeding is 
necessary and the grass maintains its 
nutritive value throughout the entire 
year. The average Cuban rancher has 
never bought a sack of milled feed, this 
practice being limited to breeders who 
are fitting a show herd. With a stock- 
ing rate of a cow to two acres most of 
the pastures in Cuba are small, resulting 
in the easy handling of cattle. There are 
no predatory animals or poisonous snakes 
in Cuba and disease, insect and parasite 
problems are easily controlled. 

The Island of Cuba has a length of 759 
miles and the greatest width is 135 miles, 
with the average being 50 to 60 miles. 
The Island lies 90 miles southwest of 
Key West, Florida and is the western- 
most of the West Indies. The country is 
rolling to hilly, with mountains in Oriente 
Province at the eastern end of the Island. 
Cuba is often referred to as “the pearl

E. M. Trew, Extension Agronomist, Texas A&M College System, has this to say 
about Sorghum almum: 

Sorghum almum is known as Sorgo negro, Sudan negro and Sorghum almum in Argentina and 
as Columbusgrass in South Africa. It was first described by Lorenzo R. Parodi in Argentina in 1943 
and has been grown on the Chillicothe and Lubbock Experiment Stations for about 12 years. It is 
a perennial very similar to Johnsongrass in appearance, but generally has wider leaves, larger stems, 
longer and more spreading heads and usually grows taller than Johnsongrass and Sudangrass. The 
best use for Sorghum almum appears to be for grazing and should have about the scme nutritive 
value as Sudangrass or Johnsongrass and is more drouth tolerant. Sorghum almum shoud be 24 
inches high before it is grazed. Grazing at a younger stage increases the danger of prussic acid 
poisoning. No such poisoning has been experienced so far with this grass so far as is known, but it 
should be about the same as Johnsongrass in this respect 
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tablespoon full of seed harvested from 
this planting 

“I planted this tablespoonful of seed 
in my back yard in a flower bed where 
it is still growing, having reproduced 
itself from crowns for the past three 
years. By the fall of 1954, I had seven 
pounds of seed from this new strain of 
sorghum almum,” Coleman concluded 

Jecause John Coleman weeded out the 
inferior plants each year, selecting seed 
only from the superior plants and de 
stroying the inferior plants before seed 
developed, friends wish him to name this 
new strain “Coleman grass.” However, 
Coleman is a modest man and has been 
calling it New Zealand sorghum almum 
because it came from New Zealand. If 
his friend, Oran Starkey, and others can 
prevail on Coleman, it will probably be 
given the name of “Coleman’s Selected 
Sorghum Almum.” 

Coleman s at present Coordinator 
of Veteran’s Agricultural Classes for 
Collingsworth County He i a Texas 
A&M College graduate, class of ’27. He 
majored in Agricultural Administration 
and played quarterback on the football 
team. He was a captain with the 27th 
Material Squadron Air Corps during 
World War II. 

Meets Farmer-Stockmen Needs 

Collingsworth county agricultural 
agent J. W. Thomas explained: “Thi 
new train of sorghum almum seems 
to be a natural hybrid, a cross between 
sorghum and Johnson grass.

“This new strain of sorghum almum 
has found a place with our Cellings 
worth county farmer and others be 
cause it is easy to get up.

“Primarily, in this drouthy area we

Not Just Another Grass 


” 


“Just another grass,” was the first 
opinion of the Texas A&M Experiment 
station when first inquiries were made 
of them concerning this new sorghum 
almum. However, since this new strain 
has created such a sensation in the 
semi-arid sections of Texas in this ex- 
ceedingly dry year, the Extension Serv- 
ice is conscientiously investigating its 
potentialities. 

Coleman furnished the Extension Serv- 
ice with several pounds of seed from 
his new strain sorghum almum from 
New Zealand, requesting that it be 
tested, especially for nutritive values. 

Under date of November 23, 1956, 
Agronomist E. M. Trew advises that 
these seed were distributed for plant- 
ing in grass-legume demonstration 
nurseries and that all reports are not 
in and compiled to date. He further 
states that he is seeking information 
from Africa, New Zealand, Argentina 
and Australia. When his investigation 
is complete, he states that he will re- 
lease it. 


John Coleman makes this statement: 


“This strain of sorghum almum is a 
cross with Johnson grass and a sweet 
sorghum. It is closely related to the 
Johnson grass and sweet sudan cross 
which the Experiment Stations are pre- 
dicting to be a great improvement on 
our temporary pastures. 

“This sorghum almum is available 
now. It has been tested and proven by 
farmers on their farms. It has proven 
itself economical to plant, highly drouth 
resistant and out-produces the foliage 
of sudan and other temporary pasture 
grasses even in a very dry year. It is 
palatable to livestock. After frost they 
even graze the matured stalks used for 
seed production. 

“Unlike Johnson grass, this strain of 
sorghum almum can be destroyed by 
plowing the crowns once or the volun- 
teer crop once, Chas. True, Range 
Specialist of Southwestern Foundation 
for Research and Education, tried this 
method of eradication. It worked. 

“It comes out from the crown within 
two weeks after the last spring frost. 
It is usually about three and one-half 
to four feet high by the time sudan 
can be planted. 

“As far as I have been able to learn, 
there is no better temporary pasture 
available,” 

One Tablespoon of Seed Expands 

When Coleman’s one tablespoon full 
of seed had expanded to seven pounds 
of selected seed within two years, he 
planted all of it on Oran Starkey’s 
farm 10 miles northwest of Wellington 
on a cooperative basis. By frost 1955, 
they had harvested 2,800 pounds of seed 
from this dry land planting. 

Most of the 1955 seed crop was put 
out to interested parties on a cooperative 
basis.

Mrs. Annie Ruth Bell planted about

At Estelline, Hulen Clifton planted 
one-half acre in open pasture.

per acre. It must be the ‘cattleman’s 
dream come true’.” 

M. K. Berry, Vernon, Texas, had ten 
acres in the Pease River vicinity. He 
grazed eight bulls all of the hot dry 
summer and for 15 days of that time 
he also grazed 26 cows and 26 calves 
in addition to the bulls. He calls that 
“satisfactory pasture.” 

Dr. J. W. Gooch of Shamrock, Texas, 
planted four and one-half acres of loose 
sandy land along his shelter belt te 
this new strain of sorghum almum. “It 
was at a disadvantage by being next 
to the trees, whose roots drained what 
little moisture there was on the land. 
However, regardless of its handicaps, 
it grew six to eight feet tall and we 
harvested 2100 pounds of seed. It will 
pasture about three head of stock per 
acre since frost, I have never seen any- 
thing do as well under such poor cir- 
cumstances,” Dr. Gooch reported. 


State ASC Board Approves 


The State Agricultural-Stabilization 
and Conservation Committee approved 
the planting of sorghum almum as a 
conservation practice and for the Land 
Bank Program. Neighboring counties of 
Hall, Childress, Wheeler, Hardeman, as 
well as Collingsworth and Coleman coun 
ties have approved it by their local 
committees, 

These reports are but the comments 
of a few of the seventy-two satisfied 
growers of this new strain of sorghum 
almum. Coleman is a modest and cau- 
tious man who does not wish to make 
any unmerited claims for the seed he 
has selected. However, his friend, Oran 
Starkey says, “When one gets a new 
grass that produces such good grazing, 
so bountiful a forage crop, abundant 
seed harvest, holds and fertilizes the 
soil, is palatable and resists drouth, I

New Compound Promising In 
Treating Lead Poisoning 


ETERINARY researchers, using a 
V recently introduced compound 

called CaEDTA, have achieved en- 
couraging results in treating cases of 
lead poisoning in cattle and other ani- 
mals. Ten days to two weeks of intermit- 
tent treatment with the compound was 
generally required to remove lead poison- 
ing symptoms in affected cattle. 

The American Veterinary Medical As 
sociation warns that lead poisoning con 
tinues to take a significant toll among 
cattie every year. Most farmers are 
aware of the danger in careless use and 
disposal of lead-bearing compounds such 
as lead piping and lead paints, but poison 
cases still remain a problem for veteri 
narians dealing with farm animals. 

Animals suffering from lead poisoning 
usually lose their appetites, grind their 
teeth and suffer from diarrhea. Prompt 
veterinary attention is necessary to avoid 
loss.

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Do Meat Packers Make Too Much Profit? 


In America, thank goodness, it’s 
no crime to make a profit. In fact, the 
chance to earn a return on labor, man 
agement and investment is one of the 
things that has made our country great 

Sure, you say, but profits need to 
be ‘‘fair and reasonable.’’ We'll all 
agree on that. But how much is too 
much? This question often pops up 
when livestock producers look at the 
earnings of companies in the meat pack 
ing business 

Packers are in a peculiar spot. On 
one hand they deal with millions of 
producers who want the best possible 
prices for their livestock. On the other 
hand are many more millions of con 
sumers who like low-priced meat. The 
law of supply and demand seldom keeps 
both groups happy. So the complaint 
often is heard: ‘‘Packers make too 
much money.”

There are several ways to check 
the accuracy of that complaint. A com- 
mon measure is the amount left, after 
all expenses are paid, from each dollar 
taken inthe profit per dollar of sales 

In the 30 years from 1925 through 
1954, average earnings in the meat 
packing business were 95 100ths of a 
cent per sales dollar. For 1955, the 
figure was 9 10ths of a cent. By con 
trast, profits of all U.S. manufacturers 
in 1955 averaged 5.4 cents per dollar 
of sales 

Industry-wide profit figures for 
1956 aren't yet available. But Swift & 
Company’s annual report for last year, 
just out, shows a net of 6 10ths of a 
cent per dollar of sales compared with 
1 cent in 1955 

As you can see, not much of each 
sales doljar stays in meat packers’ 
hands very long. Most of it zips right 
through without stopping.

dition. 
The South Platte was crossed near 


| Sterling, Colorado, a small town on the 


Union Pacific Railroad. The journey was 


; continued uneventfully and we later 
| erossed the North Platte near Camp 


Clark. It was a relief to follow a well 


| marked government trail from that point 


to the Indian Reservation which we 
reached at the end of July. We were all 


| glad to be at the trail’s end and pitched 
| camp on the Niobrara River. Lytle soon 


rode over to talk to General George 


| Custer, then in command at Fort Robin 


son, about receiving the cattle 


In the entire distance from Medina 


| county, Texas, 1,500 miles, we had not 
| experienced many difficulties. We had 


not seen an Indian, had enjoyed buffalo 


| meat from Griffin to Dodge and before 


that after leaving Mason, Texas, had 
killed antelope whenever we wanted fresh 
meat, The antelope were curious animals. 
They often came right up to our herd 
and sometimes ran into it. They were 
easy to kill. 


Picked Up 200 Steers on Trail 


General Custer and the quarter mas 


| ter rode out the next day to look over 

| the herd and they were real pleased with 
| the stock and commented on their good 
| condition. When the final count was 


made we had about 200 more steers than 
the contract called for, but they were 


| glad to buy these animals also. They paid 


Lytle an average of $36 per head. At 
that price the government was able to 
feed the Indians very reasonably indeed. 

August 1 was set as receiving day 
When we had turned the cattle over to 


| the agency the quartermaster offered 
| any of the hands the same pay they had 
| gotten on the trail to stay and help issue 


the cattle to the Indians. If they stayed 


| as long as three months on the reserva 
| tion he would pay their return fare to 
| Texas. | thought this sounded interest 


ing and I decided to stay. So did several 


| others. Lytle then settled with us, sold 


some of his horses to the quartermaster, 
and with the rest of his outfit, pulled 
out for Texas 

The steers were divided into three 
herds, 2,000 of them being kept on the 
Niobrara where grazing was good, and 
where they could be issued to the Indians 
when needed, Fight hundred were held 
ten miles east, and 800 driven to a 
range about two miles from the agency. 
I helped look after the latter herd and we 
were ordered to corral them at night 
and herd them through the day. Our 
home was a camp house near the corrals 
and we were to look after ourselves, do 
our own cooking and housekeeping. The 


| government would furnish our supplies. 


We could carry guns as we had done 
along the trail but never in any instance 
were we to trade with the Indians. 
There were about ten thousand Indians 
on the reservation at that time, and Red 
Cloud, chief of the Southern Sioux, was 
head chief over them all. He had sub- 


| chiefs and these in turn had sub-chiefs, 


and each one was responsible for so 
many lodges. Once a week all of the

were issued beef on the hoof. 
We worked six days a week, and from 
our herd we issued about 125 head week- 
ly. At the end of October the steers had 
diminished until there were not over 500 
head left 

At first | was eager to the In- 
get their beef—but it became 
routine after a few days. It was always 
the same brutal, savage kill. The bucks 
dashed up on their horses which they had 
painted in bizarre patterns, Behind them 
were the squaws with their knives, ready 
to skin and cut up the cattle, 

Got Rid of Wild Cattle First 

Each morning the quartermaster told 
us how many cattle to issue and these 
steers were driven into a separate pen, 
and we made it a point to get rid of the

wild stuff first. After counting the cattle, 
the big gates were thrown open and out 
ran those wild, long legged, long horned 
steers with savage bucks at their heels 
screaming and yelling. (The Indians were 
not permitted to kill the cattle too near 
the corrals.) It was a toss-up which was 
the wildest. The bucks shot arrows into 
the steers, cut their hamstrings with 
long, sharp knives, lanced them and often 
jumped from their horses to fight with 
a particular rambunctious animal. In ail 
this melee I never saw an Indian get 
hurt, This sport was second nature to 
him. It was his way to kill, had been 
for eons past. 

Finally when the steers were all down 
the Indians gorged themselves on the 
entrals until they could eat no more. 
Then the squaws had a feast and later

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skinned the animals and chopped up the 
meat. The hides though badly damaged 
were used for moccasin soles and ropes. 

Naturally the red man’s method of 
killing was not backed by the Humane 
Society, which raised a howl. But who 
could say which was the less humane, 
the white man’s style of killing, or that 
of the Indian? 

Some folks pity the bull in the ring at 
the Spanish and Mexican bull fights. I 
pitied the old Texas Longhorns that 
came to such a sad end, after weather- 
ing the trail so nobly. In my mind they 
were the real sports, They were among 
the wildest known cattle and made good 
beef, They made good work oxen and 
helped to haul heavy loads across the 
plains. They could get along without 
water longer than any other cattle. They 
had harder and better hoofs, I’m sorry 
that they are gone from the range. 

When the steers had all been issued, 
the quartermaster paid me off and I sold 
my horses at seventy-five dollars a head, 
and started for Fort Griffin, Texas, 
where the buffalo hunting was beginning 
to be big business. I went by Fort 
Laramie to Cheyenne by stage. There I 
bought transportation te Dallas, Texas, 
by rail. From there I would go by stage 
to Griffin.

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N efficient drenching treatment to con- 
trol the common liver fluke is proving 
valuable in the cattle and sheep industry 
The efficient preparation is easily admin 
istered and is non-toxic to animals 

This simplified method of drenching 
with a single dose of the medicant offers 
protection against a destructive parasite 
that causes considerable annual losses. 
Often from 2 to 5% of the total possible 
weight of an animal is lost because of 
digestive and other disturbances caused 
by liver flukes. This frequently means 25 
cents per hunered weight loss to the 
rancher whose cattle or sheep are infested 
with liver flukes 

Results of a study made by a prominent 
parasitologist based on egg count tests 
ndicate that a significant measure of con- 
trol can be exerted upon the liver flukes 
of cattle through systematic treatment 
with a suspension of hexachloroethane 
(Hex-Ane). The study revealed that of 
209 infested animals treated with Hex 
Ane, 191 were free from liver fluke eggs 
when examined two to three weeks later. 
Ten animals were repeatedly examined 
from five to 20 weeks after treatment and 
only one showed an infection of four eggs

per gram of feces. This one case occurred 
after five months on infested pasture 


Post mortem examinations were made 
on five animals infected with liver flukes 
at the time of treatment with Hex-Ane. 
Four of them were negative when exam 
ined shortly after treatment; the fifth 
was found to harbor a few liver flukes 


when examined four months iater

A SIOUX CHRONICLE, By George E. Hyde; Pub- 
lisher, University of Oklahoma Press, Norman, 

Oklahoma. Price, $5.00. 

Though confined to the great Dakota 
reservation in 1878, the still-defiant Sioux 
did not end their struggle with the white 
man until well into the twentieth cen 
tury. Throughout the last decades of the 
nineteenth century especially, the Sioux 

finding themselves united for the first 
time in their history—-waged a cold war 
with the United States Department of 
the Interior, the Indian Bureau, the va 
rious Indian agents sent to supervise 
Sioux reservation life, and the so-called 
Indian Friends of the East who sought 
to “school and church” the Sioux into 
submission. 

George E. Hyde has written a vigor 
ous, even at times impassioned, account 
of those years of crisis and transition, 
1878-90, when the Sioux made their “‘last 
stand” against the overwhelming cultural 
and economic forces that were closing 
in upon them. A continuation of Mr. 
Hyde’s earlier study, “Red Cloud’s Folk,” 
this book recounts the Sioux’s last strug- 
gle for survival—the heroic, though at 
times bitter, story of a transplanted peo- 
ple, the displaced persons of American 
history, who were told to farm unarable 
land, to change their entire cultural, eco 
nomic, and spiritual habits, to transform 
themselves from warriors to plowmen, 
from regal chiefs to day laborers, and 
who were forced at the same time to 
deal with the callous exploiters, corrupt 
government officials, and emerging ty 
coons of the West who wished to “help” 
the Sioux by robbing them of their res 
ervation lands. 

This struggle on the reservation lasted 
for a generation. Then there was no 
struggle left. “A Sioux Chronicle” fol 
lows the Sioux all the way into the shad 
ows of their ultimate surrender to the 
“new way,” of their defeat, and at last 
of poverty and loss in a world far dif- 
ferent from those other golden days of 
Indian freedom on the American plains 


“A Sioux Chronicle” is volume forty 
five in the Civilization of the American 
Indian Series. 

The author, George E. Hyde, has long 
been a student and friend of the 
American Indian. A native of Omaha, 
Nebraska, he has a first-hard acquaint 
ance with Plains Indian history and has 
published books, articles, and pamphlets 
dealing with the Sioux, the Pawnees, the 
Blackfeet, Crees, Comanches, and Arika 
ras.

Survey Shows Cattle Disease 
Is Widespread 


BOUT 12 per cent of all the cat- | 
tle tested in the State of Wash 
ington during a comprehensive 


survey had positive blood tests for lepto- 
spirosis, according to a report in the 
Journal of the American Veterinary 
Medical Association. 

The survey also indicated that graz 
ing on pastures irrigated with stream 
water and the use of natural streams 
or ponds subject to contamination as the 
source of drinking water for the herd 
were factors frequently associated with 
rapidly spreading outbreaks 


Another common way for introducing | 


the disease into a clean herd was through 
the purchase of animals that seem 
healthy but are spreaders of the dis 
ease, Abortions may be the only symp 
tom. They occur in most infected herds, 
with the greatest losses reported in 
herds which were infected when most 
of the females were in the late stage 
of pregnancy. 

Possible control measures suggested 
by veterinary authorities include: re 
stricting movement of cattle from in 
fected herds until animals are clean; and 
the prevention of contamination of nat 
ural streams.

I think of radar as a powerful ray 
gun, shooting at its target with short 
bursts of very strong radio waves. These 
waves are reflected by the target, with 
some targets being better reflectors than 
others. By using a sensitive radio re- 
ceiver the reflected waves can be picked 
up. It is not difficult to see that a prop- 
erly designed receiver would show a pat- 
tern of reflected radio waves that might 
outline the object that is causing the re- 
flection.

would have enjoyed with me, I 
radar screen on an Ameri- 
ean Airlines DC-7 in the vicinity of 
Washington, D. C. The Potomac river 
could actually be traced on the screen. 
The airplane’s powerful radar was shoot- 
ing beams at the entire area, and all the 
objects, such as buildings, hills, trees, ete., 
were reflecting the transmitted beams 
back to the receiving screen. By adjust- 
ing the “brightness and contrast,” as 
you have often done on your TV set, the 
River showed up as a dark, 
streak across the radar 


Potomac 
meandering 
screen. 

So let's say that the shape of “reflect- 
ing objects” can be defined by radar. 
In Italy, I became well aware of the 
shape of Mount Vesuvius. We had a 
radar installation near Naples and the 
famous mountain stuck out like a 
thumb when the rotating antenna 
pointing in its direction. 

It would be reasonable to say that cer 
tain objects reflect radio waves better 
than others. How about precipitation? 
This question arose in the mind of J. W 
Ryde of General Electric Laboratories, 
Ltd., in England. Ryde’s particular in- 
terest was the determination as to wheth- 
er an airplane could escape radar detec- 
tion by taking advantage of a screen of 
clouds, rain, snow, or dust. He made the 
first radar storm-detection in England 
on February 20, 1941. The particular 
storm was a thundershower out of which 
hail fell. 

Radar equipment was on the critical 
list until after World War II. But im- 
mediately after the war it became avail- 
able in large quantities. Extensive weath- 
er research could be started in earnest. 

How would various types of weather

happenings look on the radar screen? 
There was a big classification job to be 
done. The weather reflections or “echoes” 
must be distinguished from other echoes. 
Radar sets would have to be designed 
that would emit the proper radio signal 
to be most efficient in detecting various 
weather phenomena. 

Several months ago I spent some time 
watching the radar screen at the U. 8. 
Weather Bureau office at Amon Carter 
Field in Fort Worth. Actually, it looks 
like a round TV screen with a series of 
concentric circles drawn on its surface. 
The circles are mileage markers from 
the radar. The range of the radar can 
be varied from 25 to 250 miles. Let’s as- 
sume that the range setting is 250 miles. 
The inner circle would be 50 miles away 
and the next one would be 50 miles far- 
ther. The top of the screen is north. The 
left side is west, ete. 

The radar antenna, which is shaped 
like a big saucer, starts rotating and 
sending out short bursts of powerful ra- 
dio waves. On the upper left side of the 
screen, or northwest, it looks as though 
there is a line of glowing match-heads. 
The weather observer classifies the bright 
spots as a “line of moderate and increas- 
ing radar echoes.” After a few minutes 
the spots become even brighter, and it 
is noted that the line has moved south- 
east at 40 miles per hour. The telephone 
rings in the Weather Bureau office, and 
it is a report from the Texas Highway 
Patrol—“High winds and some hail ob- 
served about 10 miles north of Jacksboro 
at 9:30 p. m.” So we had quick verifi- 
cation of the “bright and increasing 
echoes.” Hail and heavy shafts of rain 
make excellent reflectors to return the 
signa] to the radar screen. We were 
watching a developing line squall on the 
radar screen! 

Radar weather observations are trans- 


mitted to the Severe Weather Warning 


Center at Kansas City at 35 minutes past 
each hour. The information is plotted on 
a large map of the central and southern 
parts of the United States. “Kansas City” 


then makes a summary of a large group | 


of radar observations from many sta- 
tions and transmits it over the teletype 
network. 

Many airlines are now using radar to 
help their planes avoid “strong echoes.” 
Turbulence due to strong downdrafts at- 
tending shafts of heavy precipitation can 
be detoured very successfully. 


Radar assistance is given to landing | 


airplanes at many of the major airports 
of the United States. The radar operator 
says, “You are 20 miles northeast of La 
Guardia Airport. Fly straight south and 
descend to 1,500 feet at once.” A few 
moments later the operator comes back, 
“Take a heading due west and descend 
to 1,000 feet. You are 2 miles from the 


end of the runway.” and suddenly, there | 


is the end of the runway.

Drouth Feeding Beef Cows 
and Heifers 

“SEED at least the minimum rough- 
|: age requirements is the suggestion 

of the Oklahoma Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service. One pound of roughage 
per 100 pounds of body weight is the 
absolute minimum for the proper func- 
tion of the digestive system. Two pounds 
of roughage per 100 pounds of body 
weight should meet maximum energy re- 
quirements. One pound of grain can be 
substituted for two pounds of roughage. 

Feed adequate protein because most 
roughages are not furnishing normal 
amounts of protein and microorganisms 
in the rumen (paunch) require the nitro- 
gen in protein to digest feeds, especially 
low quality roughages. If dry grass or 
roughage is ample, feed 2 pounds of 41% 
protein meal, per head daily. When grain 
is substituted for a part of the roughage, 
feed 1% pounds of cottonseed meal or 
soybean meal, per head daily. Grain will 
not substitute for protein. Buy protein 
supplement on a price per pound of 
protein, 

Feed extra phosphorus using a half 
and half mixture of salt and steamed 
bone meal, free access. Dicalcium phos- 
phate may be substituted pound for 
pound for bone meal. 

Feed vitamin A if needed, especially 
to cows with calves and weaner calves, 
using either dehydrated alfalfa pellets or 
a commercial! vitamin A _ concentrate 
mixed with the concentrates.

Breeders Report Excellent Results 
from Advertising in 
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Useful Life of Farm Property 
for Income Taxes 


™\ VERY taxpayer owning depreciable 
property that is used in his trade or 
4 business is faced with the problem 


of determining the useful life of each 
asset, 
There is no standard life. Useful life 


in each case must stand on its own merits. 
For example, a barbed-wire fence with 
untreated posts on the Gulf Coast might 
do well to last 10 years; the same fence 
in the Trans-Pecos may last 30 years 

“Useful life’ means useful life to the 
taxpayer. An automobile might be 
charged off in 3 years by one taxpayer 
with heavy usage, while his neighbor's 
vehicle of the same kind and model will 
last for 6 years because of light usage. 

Factors to be considered in determin 
ing useful life include the amount of use, 
age when acquired, policy as to repairs 
and upkeep, climate, and operating con 
ditions. For example, dusty operating 
conditions would be a prime considera 
tion in the useful life of a tractor. 

As a guide, the Internal Revenue Serv 
ice has published average useful life 
figures for property in the United States 
It is a guide only, and has no official 
status for validating specific cases. 

The Internal Revenue Service cautions 
as follows: 

“Taxpayers and officers of the Bureau 
are cautioned against reaching conclu- 
sions in any case solely on information 
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contained herein and should base their 
judgment on the application of all perti 
nent provisions of the law, regulations 
and other Treasury decisions to all the 
facts in any particuiar case. The esti 
mated useful lives and rates of deprecia- 
tion indicated in this bulletin are based 
on averages and are not prescribed for 
use in any particular case. They are set 
forth solely as a guide or starting point 
from which correct rates may be deter 
mined in the light of the experience of

Cattle With Sore Mouths 
Need Attention 


OUTH sores in cattle, hogs or 
sheep, regardless of how insig 
nificant they may appear, need 


the immediate attention of a veterinar 
ian, the American Veterinary Medical 
Association warned farmers. 

The reason for this stern warning is 
that these symptoms indicate the pos 
sibility of one of the so-called exotic 
diseases (foot-and-mouth or other vesi 
cular diseases, bluetongue or rinderpest). 
Mouth lesions in cattle may also be due 
to mycotic stomatitis, mucosal disease, 


| or viral diarrhea, diseases which in 


themselves are not too well defined 

Adding to this already complex pi 
ture, a recent report in the Association’s 
Journal indicates that the feeding of 
certain types of dry grass or grass hay 
may produce lesions in the mouths of 
cattle which might be confused with 
those caused by these other very serious 
diseases, 

The barbs from yellow bristle grass 
hay have been known to become so 
imbedded in the mucous membranes of 
the mouth of cattle and horses that 
serious sores result. 

In feeding tests, these sores were 
produced in several animals fed hay 
containing yellow bristle grass. Veter- 
inary scientists were unable to produce 
the disease with molds cultured from 
the incriminated hay. However, they 
were able to demonstrate barbs from the 
grass in the lesions, indicating that the 
barbs were the causative agent for the 
‘ondition

for their steer cattle. The only prime 
carcasses ever produced in the tropics 
were from Santa Gertrudis steers raised 
and fattened on the Pingree Ranch in 
Oriente Province. According to members 
of the Quality Meat Association, the 
Santa Gertrudis breed has been respon- 
sible for the increased demand for good 
grass-fat steer meat. The quality beef 
produced is shipped to Havana to be 
graded by an authorized U. 8. inspector 
according to U. S. standards and is sold 
and distributed from that city, the capital 
and largest urban metropolis in Cuba. 

An example of the success of the qual 
ity meat program was the sale of a num- 
ber of Santa Gertrudis steers by Federico 
Castellanos of Camaguey. The 
and choice off grass as 
three-year-old cattle weighing 1,400 
pounds.

First Bulls From King Ranch 

One of the many progressive Santa 
Gertrudis cattlemen in Cuba is Alvaro M. 
Sanchez, who ranches 60 miles from 
Camaguey. Sanchez got his first Santa 
Gertrudis bull from the King Ranch in 
1937 and has used King Ranch bulls in 
his breeding program ever since, He has 
a herd of 165 classified Santa Gertrudis 
cattle and a large herd of commercial 
cattle, The cows in his commercial herd 
are now one-half and three-fourths in 
Santa Gertrudis blood and he is using 
Santa Gertrudis bulls on all of his cows. 
Sanchez has a large demand for purebred 
bulls from commercial cattlemen, which 
he cannot fill.

Another top-flight breeding establish- 
ment is the Hacienda San Andres, owned 
by Sumner Pingree and Sumner Pingree, 
Jr. Pingree has been in the livestock and 
sugar business in Cuba since 1913 and 
started raising Santa Gertrudis cattle 
in 1945. The Pingree ranch is one of the 
most scenic and productive to be found 
anywhere in Cuba.

There are about 400 clas- 
sified Santa Gertrudis cows on the ranch, 
which is located in the mountainous area 
in the province of Oriente, near the town 
of Ermita on the southeastern tip of the 
Island. The Pingrees buy cattle in addi- 
tion to the norma! production from their 
cow herd to fatten on grass. They nor- 
mally sell 5,000 bulls each year and 1,000 
steers for the quality meat market. Their 
steers will grade good or better off grass 
as three-year-old cattle at 1,200 pounds. 
They have received as high as 17 cents 
a pound for half and three-quarter blood 
Santa Gertrudis steers. They also spay 
up to 40 per cent of their heifers each 
year, which sell around the 14-cent mark. 
Ranch Takes Up Entire Island 

E.. J. Barker, veteran cattleman, who 
came to Cuba from Rhode Island in 1904, 
has a ranch that takes in the entire 
island of Turiguano off the north central 
Cuban coast. The island has 46,000 acres 
of which two-thirds is good land and the 
remainder swamps. He has cleared a 
large portion of the native monte and 
seeded it to Guinea grass. He started in 
the Santa Gertrudis business with King 
Ranch bulls in 1936, as the pioneer Santa 
Gertrudis breeder in Cuba, In 1957 about 
40 per cent of his calves from more than 
2,000 cows will be fourth cross or 
15/16ths Santa Gertrudis blood. The only 
feed Barker buys is for his show cattle. 
He sells about 500 head of breeding 
cattle annually and 1,000 commercial 
cattle for slaughter. He produces both 
steers and bulls for the slaughter mar- 
ket and has one of the top herds of pure- 
bred Santa Gertrudis cattle in Cuba. 

A new cattle outfit that started in 
Cuba in 1952 is the Compania Ganadera 
Becerra, 8S. A., owned jointly by King 
Ranch of Texas and Manati Sugar Com- 
pany of Cuba, located about 50 miles 
northeast of Camaguey. Becerra land 
was undeveloped to begin with and many 
pastures have been cleared of trees and 
brush by both native hand labor and 
heavy machinery. Lowell H. Tash, gen- 
eral manager of Becerra, says that plans 
are to run about 12,000 cattle when the 
pasture clearing job is completed. The 
firm has about 900 Santa Gertrudis fe- 
males that are being bred to top Santa 
Gertrudis bulls supplied by the King 
Ranch. The remainder of the cattle are 
native cattle and are also being bred to 
King Ranch bulls in an up-grading pro- 
gram. 

Santa Gertrudis breeders in Cuba have 
contributed a great deal to the beef cattle 
industry of the country and are opti- 
mistic about the future of the breed. They 
are supplying commercial cattlemen with 
purebred bulls as fast as they can pro- 
duce them and spare them from their 
own commercial herds. The demand ex- 
ceeds the supply for the cattle and the 
future is bright.

OMAHA 
By Hart JORGENSEN 


Hart Jorgensen, Executive Direc- 
tor of the Levestock Foundation of 
Omaha, ia personally known to thou- 
sands of Corn Belt and Weatern live- 
stock growers and feeders through 
his market broadcasts, and talks be- 
fore various livestock grower and 
feeder groups.—The Editer. 


Omaha’s lead in livestock slaughter in 
1956 expanded to a robust 41%—to 
6,436,007 head against 4,578,433 in next- 
largest terminal market meatpacking 
center. At the same time Omaha also re- 
tained first place in ,total livestock 
receipts, but in that category the margin 
was relatively narrow—less than 100,000 
head, Total receipts of livestock at 
Omaha in 1956 were nearly 6% million 
head. Of that total, order buyers took 
over one million head for shipment to 
slaughterers in 200 other cities in 37 
states. And feeder stock, 750,000 head, 
went to buyers in 26 states, east to Penn- 
sylvania and New York.
